This is the time of year when one’s hands 
respond well to a little extra trouble and 
care. Once they have been put into good 
order, like the house after spring clean- 
ing, it takes very little to keep them nice 
for quite a long time. 

First of all, give them a warm honey ar . 
oil bath. The honey softens the skin, wh. 
the warm oil removes all traces of dir 
and grime that (even though they bainis 
show) always seem to get embedded in the 
skin. 

To make this von must put equal quanti- 
ties of sweet almond oil and honey into a 
small basin and stand the basin in hot water 
until it is comfortably warm. 

Then wash and wring the hands about in 
this, and afterwards wipe them on tissue 
paper until they feel soft, and are clean.

Ellis Island. 


On a recent voyage to New York—a 
correspondent writes—I became friendly 
with a man who had the misfortune to be 
detained for a time on Ellis Island. Before 
leaving the ship I told him that I would 
look him up one evening during his period 
at, no doubt, we 
could máke up a four for bridge. - A day 
or two later, therefore, I embarked on a 
ferry-boat for the island. I appeared to 
be the only passenger, with the exception 
of a colossal negro, who was gazing 
moodily into space from the bows. On 
landing I saw a long corridor, leading, no 
donbt, to the inner mysteries; but there 
was nobody in sight from whom I could 
inquire the way. At last I saw a man in 
uniform at the far end of the corridor. 
and hastened up to ask him where I 
might find my acquaintance, adding that 
I had come to pay him a friendly call. 
The man _ loo at me somewhat 
strangely, and said: “ Just dropped in to 
pay a call, have you? Well, mister, if 
you will just drop back very quietly to 
that ferry-boat you may get away without 
anyone’s seeing you. If not.... The 
language, I admit, had not the strength 
of dignity, but his speech made his mean- 
ing quite clear. I did not wait to hear 
what inviting alternative he had to pro- 
pose, and in a few minutes my brief, but 
exciting, visit to Ellis Island had come to 
an end. 


Poetic Felons. 


Just one hundred and fifty years ago 
to-day there were executed at Tyburn two 
remarkable Irishmen—Usher Gahagan and 
Terence Conner, natives of Tyrone. They 
were young men of good family and educa- 
tion, who sought their fortune as poets in 
London. Gahagan was selected—though 
later his selection was turned down—to 
translate Pope’s “ Essay on Man “” into 
Latin. 

When literature proved unproductive, 
they tried their fortune in a coin-clipping 
den conducted by an Irishman named 
Coffey. For a time the business pros- 

red, until a teller in the Bank of 

ngland became suspicious and informed 
the Governors of the Bank. Under the 
direction of the Governors, the teller one 
evening adjourned to a tavern with the 
two ts. The wine flowed merrily,- and 
late in the night the two revealed to the 
teller their secret and urged him to join 


them. 

On the teller’s evidence they were con- 
victed and sentenced to death. Whilst 
awaiting execution Gahagan sent a poetic 
tribute to the Prince of Wales, praying 
for his intercession. Conner, also in 
verse, claimed the assistance of the 
Duchess of Queensberry, the patroness of 
Gray—but all in vain. 


The Sparrow. 


The sparrow is always a source of ad- 
miration and wonder to me. Like Mark 
Twain's platypus, it has all the tastes 
except refined ones and all the habits 
except good ones. For.sheer adaptability 
as well it shares the palm with the 
humorist’s beast, and it possesses 4 
pertinacity and blustering self-assurance 
that should insure it always against ex- 
tinction. In keeping with its philosophical 
views, it has invaded every clime and 
country under the sun. Once established, 
it proceeds to consolidate its position by 
ruthlessly driving out the rightful avian 
inhabitants, and in America is proving 
a serious riva] to many native birds—the 

urple martin, for-example. Its social 

egradation troubles it not a whit, and the 
fact that it is known as “the English 
sparrow” has no effects on its criminal 
disposition—as it knows no patriotism, It 
is a very ragamuffin and pirate among 
birds, and, while usurping and plundering 
the nests of rivals, does not hesitate to 
rob its own kin. 

A gang of these plebeian birdlets is 
chirping and fighting noisily outside my 
window. They have’ driven every self- 
respecting bird away from the garden 
except the starling. Yet, with all their 
faults, the optimism and push of the 
sparrows endears them to many, and our 
cities would be drab without their gutters- 
ful of brown-coated tatterdemalions

NEW STEAMSHIP LINF. 


Nothing has yet been heard officially in 
Cork concerning the proposal of a Liver- 
pool firm to run a new line of cargo 
steamers between the Free State and 
England. If the proposal comes to any- 
thing, it will be of great benefit to the sea- 
ports mentioned, and particularly to Cork, 
where. harbour funds are in a weak posi- 
tion. If application is made at any time 
to the Cork Harbour Board, there xppears 
to be no reason why terms as favourable as 
those given to companies at present operat. 
ing in the port should not be giver to this 
new enterprise, which may result in giving 
the cattle shippers better facilities and 
cheaper freights to English ports.

With the lengthening of the days an 
increasing interest has already been shown 
in the Gardens on the part of the public, 
and the additions that have been made 
to the Society’s collection during the com- 
paratively dark winter months are 
naturally attracting much attention from 
the returning visitors. In the Monkey 
House the chief centre of attraction is 
still, of course, furnished by the rapidly- 
growing little baby chimpanzees, who have 
now been four months resident in the 
Gardens, and have made themselves as 
thoroughly at home as any of the oldest 
inmates; their antics are especially de- 
lightful to watch on the sunniest mornings.

In 
every Free State river in which fish are 
at all plentiful otters are pursued 
with an enmity almost worthy ol 
Izaak Walton, and many of these fine 
animals are, it is to be feared, needless! y 
killed when they might, after capture, be 
sent up alive to Dublin and lodged in the 
Pheenix Park. It is now several years 
since an otter was kept in the ‘“‘ Zoo,"’ but 
when there he affords much pleasure to 
visitors by his graceful ‘action in the 
water—which they seldom have oppor- 
tunities for observing in the animal's wild 
haunts, as his véry nocturnal habits keep 
him well out of sight, except on nights of 
the brightest moonlight. In any well- 
shaded pool in the gardens he will swim 
and play constantly at all hours. The 
play of young otters is too delightful for 
description. 3 


WINTERING BIRDS. 

That other fisherman's foe, the crey seal, 
which lately distinguished itself by 
attacking and successfully slaughtering so 
powerful a rival in robbery as the creat 
black-backed gull that shared its en- 
closure, continues to enjoy excellent 
health, and attracts much notice from ail 
who stray to the neighbourhood of the 
‘seal pond. Rather strangely, a wild great 
black-backed gull—not at all a common 
Visitor—has lately (as;though to take the 
Eo of its murdered relative) taken to 

aunting the lake, where its majestic 5179 
makes it a fitting match to the restia! 
figure of the pelican which is genera!!’ 
to be seen not far off. The great crowd 
of wintering ducks has within the past 
few weeks very much diminished, though 
probably between eighty and a hundred 

hards remain, which are pretty sure to 

ave completely disappeared before the 
middle of March. Of the tufted ducks, or 
“Magpie divers,” though many are 
already gone, some are not unlikely to stay 
into April (as they have done in former 
years), and, as these ducks now breed on 
& considerable number of Irish , 1 
would be of interest to know whether those 
that stay longest in the ‘‘ Zoo’ are the 
birds that breed nearest to us or those that 
go furthest away. 

Among other wintering birds the 
has been visited this year by that pre''y 
and erratic finch, the brambling, to whose 
presence my attention was called a few 
weeks ago by that vigilant observer, Mr. 
Flood, of the Lion House. The brambling, 
like the chaffinch, feeds so largely on 
beech-mast that its presence generally in- 
dicates, at this season, a good supply of 
that crop.

Australia’s Crisis. 
The East Sydney by-election, which will 


be decided early next month, is likely to 
have far-reaching effects. The Labour 


candidate is. an extremist, and he has 


been ordered by the State Caucus to 
support Mr. Lang’s policy of default 
in preference to Mr. Theodore’s more 
moderate, though by no means unexcep- 
tionable, programme which has feceived 
the benison of the Federal Caucus. Thus 
Labour in New South Wales has resolved 
itself into a frank determination to re- 
pudiate debts and to sécede from the 
Commonwealth if such a step should 
appear convenient. Presiding over this 
outrageous aspiration is Mr. J. T. Lang, 
the Premier of New South Wales, who is 
rendered even more bitter in his outlook 
by the personal antipathy which exists 
between himself and Mr. Theodore, the 
Federal Treasurer. It is not certain that 
Labour will win the vital by-election, but 
the possibility of a Labour victory is con- 
siderable. In the meanwhile Mr. Theodore 
and Mr. Scullin are reaping the reward 
of those who timidly seek to remedy grave 
ills with half-measures. Neither cold nor 
hot, they have pleased. nobody, Mr. 
Theodore’s scheme, through which he 
hoped to stabilise prices by an arbitrary 
fixing of them at the level of two years 
ago, has been frowned upon by the 
Commonwéalth Bank. On the other hand, 


evolved at the Conference of Premiers, 
has earned him the undying hatred of the 
extremists. 

This plan was held to be a heroic effort 
in the direction of retrenchment. It in- 
cluded a reduction of official salaries corre- 
sponding to the fall in the cost of living, 
and it prescribed an income tax of three 
shillings and sixpence in the pound, 
without rebate, on the interest of all 
public loans. The Commonwealth Bank 
argues, however, that these reductions are 
only what would occur automatically next 
month, and that this part of the flan, 
therefore, is the merest ture. Tarlia- 
ment will meet on March 4th, and after a 
week's adjournment the Opposition wii! 
move a vote of censure. It is likely that 
Mr. Scullin will be defeated; it is less 
certain whether he will be replaced by Mr. 
Lyons, or whether Sir Isaac Isaacs will 
send for Mr. Latham, who is expected to 
demand a dissolution. If the Australian 
electorate could be trusted to display a 
modicum of intelligence, a dissolution 
probably would be the most desirable 
course ; for something more comprehensive 
than the “ three-year plan ” is necessary 
if Australia is to be saved. There are in- 
dications that Labour is disgusted with 
the Federal and State Governments, and 
that it does not intend to allow the ambi- 
tions and prejudices of Mr. Theodore and 
Mr. Lang to wreck the movement. Un- 
fortunately, there is other evidence which 
suggests that Australia has learned and 
forgotten nothing. | 

In the Commonwealth economics and 
politice are synonymous terms—a fact of 
which Sir Otio Niemeyer was unaware 
when he was sent by the Bank of England 
to advise the Aus:-alian Government on 
its financial troubles. This ignorance 
exposed him, to the arts of the professional 
politicians. He was accused falsely on 
the ground that he had wished to lower 
the standard of living and that he desired 
to reduce wages. In fact Sir Otto had 
harboured no, such thoughts, but Mr. 
Lang, and others of his kidney, saw their 
opportunity and made the most of it. In 
New South Wales these people have 
captured the Labour movement, and the 
result to-day we know. Even the Common- 
wealth’s attitude to the ‘Empire is being 
coloured by their machinations. The 
people are invited to regard Britain as a 
universal provider, whose sole duty is to 
furnish Australia with cheap capital, 
protected markets, and immigrants of the 
best kind im such quantities as the 
Australians may require. There is no 
obligation, of course, upon Australia to 
reciprocate. While such is the temper of 
the nation, there seems to be no reason 
to anticipate better things. Until someone 
with a rudimentary knowledge of economic 
laws and a stentorian voice arises to out- 
shout Mr. Lang in the interests of common 
sense and honour, we must expect the 
Australians to wallow in the uncomfort-

It would be resisted not only by 
Italy, but also by Britain, and, therefore, 
until the terms of the Craigie agreement 
are made known officially, rejoicing would 
be premature. 


The American Scandal. 


The Police Commissioner of New York 
has instructed his men to shoot ‘‘ more 
freely and more quickly’’ in their daily 
battles with gangsters. No doubt. the 
instruction is necessary, but it reveals an 
appalling state of affairs. At the same 
time—as a result of the latest effort to 
“clean up” city government—large 
numbers of the police have been charged 
with offences of graft and extortion. This 
effort will fail, as many others have failed. 
Crime. is too powerful; the public is 
apathetic, and the pursuit of justice is a 
difficult and dangerous business. It seems 
that most of the accused policemen will 
be acquitted through lack of evidence 
against them, since some forty prospective 
witnesses have disappeared mysteriously. 
In the present state of New York, Chicago 
and other American cities the world is 
observing an unprecedented phenomenon— 
the utter triumph of lawlessness over 
wealthy and highly organised communities. 
Prohibition has brought a new and most 
sinister development. When prohibition 
came municipal government was already 
corrupt. It was controlled by ward 
politicians, who battened upon all sorts 
of public concessions and had reduced the 
bribery of the proletarian voter to a fine 
art.. In those days the gangsters, as the 
agents of the ward politicians, fulfilled 
many useful, but humble, offices. Now, 
as a result of prohibition, the gangsters 
have seized supreme authority. They are 
still in alliance with the municipal 
politicians, but they dictate their own 
terms.. To the enormous profits of illicit 
drink distribution they add those of 
““ racketeering ’’—blackmail upon every 
form of trade and amusement. They 
defy the law; large numbers of the police 
are in their pay; they murder their rivals 
and enemies with virtual impunity. In 
any other country such a menace to the 
welfare of its greatest cities would be a 
national problem, demanding national 
action ; but Congress and President Hoover 
ignore the capture of New York and 
Chicago by foreign-born criminals. What 
will happen if, and when, America tries 
to repeal prohibition ? Will the millionaire 
gangsters be content to lose their vast 
profits, or will their ferocious regiments 
defend prohibition at the point of the 
gun? 


Poverty and Letters. 


Sir Michael Sadler, the Master of 
University College, prophesied at the 
Oxford Luncheon Club that in future high 
taxation and death duties would tend to 
reduce the number of students at Oxford 
and Cambridge. “ Rather more than half 
the undergraduates at Oxford,’’ he said, 
“could not come here without assistance.’’ 
Sir Michael expressed a doubt whether, 
if a period of great poverty was coming to 
England, local authorities would be able 
to continue their generous aid to students 
at universities. Although the Vice- 
Chancellor of the University considers Sir 
Michael's forecast to be unduly gloomy, 
and, as Master of Pembroke College, says 
that he has noticed no decline in the 
number of applications for admission, it is 
probable that the present régime in Eng- 
land must cause some such result. Sir 
Michael Sadler suggested that vacancies 
could be filled with graduate students 
from England and from overseas, and 
pointed out that Oxford did “' little for 
post-graduate studies compared with such 
universities as Berlin, Paris or Harvard.’’ 
He proposed that the University ought to 
plan ahead against such an emergency, 
and asked if it was wise still to insist on 
““so much Latin’’ as a condition of 
entrance. Sir Michael's speech has caused 
some excitement, and Dr. Phelps, a former 
Provost of Oriel, is hot in his defence of 
the classics. A that a decline in

SIR,—Í have read with interest and ap- 
preciation your leading article in yesterday's 
/rish Times entitled “ Fame,” with special 
reference to the nature of the public services 
unassumingly rendered by the late Dr. 
Stevenson. My only criticism of this article 
is that I do not think you have laid suffi- 
cient stress upon the appalling dangers which 
are incurred by all workers in radium and 
deep X-rays. Dr. Stevenson is the second 
eminent victim in this city during the past 
twelve months, the other alee Dr. Maurice 
Hayes. Both of these were the victims of 
their devotion to duty, and I think it is 
right that the public should know that, in 
the case of all who devote themselves to the 
practice of either radium or deep X-ray, the 
power of resistance to disease becomes. 
gradually brokep down, and they then are 
liable to succumb to a comparatively trivial. 
malady, which a person not impregnated 
with these déadly rays would, in all pro- 
bability, be able to shake off. | 

This risk is run by all members of the 
staffs of those specialised hospitals which 
practise the technique of radium and X-rays, 
and this fact makes 1t hard to understand 
why these specialised hospitals, the magni- 
tude of whose public services is in direct 
proportion to their risks, are at present. ex- 
cluded from the benefit of the Hospitals’ 
Sweepstake Act. I think that in the forth- 
coming amendment of the Act they should
